The Early Music Consort is an ensemble which studies and performs music from 
the past. The challenge of the consort is to bring to life the music from the 
Renaissance and Medieval periods as well as the older music from non-Western 
cultures. Countries represented in the consort’s literature in recent years include 
Albania, Argentina, Bulgaria, China, Crimea, Croatia, Egypt, England, France, 
Germany, Ghana, Greece, Hungary, India, Iraq, Ireland, Japan, Kenya, Lebanon, 
Macedonia, Mexico, Netherlands, Nigeria, Portugal, Romania, Scotland, Spain, 
Turkey, Uganda, Venezuela, Vietnam, Wales and Zimbabwe. Other cultures 
include the Arabs, Aztecs, Basques, Cheyenne, Pawnees, Huron, Incas, Lakota, 
Miwok, Sephardic Jews, Sioux, and Yumaris. This literature is important in the 
history of music, but much of it is rarely performed, especially in the academic 
setting. Early Music programs which emphasize Renaissance and Medieval 
music are strong in some large universities especially in New York, New England, 
and on the West coast, but in most other parts of the country this literature is not 
performed. None of our sister Christian colleges have such ensembles. 
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Katera Bolander, Brad Ellis, 
Serena Warmath, Tiffany Pate, 
Jason Hartlage, and Heath 
Rogers serve the people of 
Zambia in many way during 
their visit in June. 


Seven Lipscomb students visited Zambia, 
Africa for 4 1/2 weeks to participate in various 
ministries in Namwianga and Nyanga. After 
meeting with Sam Schewmaker, a Harding 
missions worker, the group worked in the 
Namwianga Mission. This mission housed 
approximately seven schools, an orphanage, a 
clinic, and Eric’s House (a street ministry 
providing housing for under-privaledged 
children) among other buildings. Here, 
students lived with mission workers, giving 
these participants an excellent opportunity to 
immerse themselves in local culture. The group 
then traveled farther south to Nyanga with 
Schewmaker and Wilson (a Zambian school worker) to 
encourage local church and community leaders. After this 
visit, the Lipscomb group traveled north to Northreach 
Mission, a two-week medical mission. 


From this experience, this group learned in-depth about 
the severe need for schools. As a part of One-Life 
Revolution, these students toured schools and 
WorldVision projects in order to gain better insight into 
what is involved with building schools as well as needs 
associated with this process. The Lipscomb group hopes 
to use this experience in future endeavors in order to raise 
funds for educational building development in this 
poverty-stricken country.

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Cartoonist’s humor is fearless 
Lipscomb student has no qualms about race, other issues in award-winning comic strip

Nate Creekmore finds humor 
where others find offense. 
Perhaps it’s a necessity born from 
22 years of people trying to figure 
out how to categorize him: Black? 
Hispanic? Middle Eastern? 

He’s actually half black, half white, 
and you can use whatever word 
you choose for that, he says. To 
himself, he’s just Nate, an aspiring 
cartoonist at Lipscomb University 
who thinks ethnic differences are 
too often made into mountains 
when they should be molehills. 
That’s why he’s not afraid to 
address them — and especially to 
poke fun at the way people deal 
with them — in his comic strip, 
Maintaining, which he pens twice 
a week for the student 
newspaper. 


214 Inkmanship and Closing 


The strip features Marcus, a 
biracial high school student, and 
the social issues he faces in his 
day-to-day life. 

“| think there’s a lot of humor in 
racial issues, when you think 
about it,” Creekmore says. 

With dry and sometimes sly wit, 
he has dealt with everything from 
stereotypes and interracial dating 
(when Marcus shows up for 
dinner with his white girlfriend’s 
parents, they serve’ him 
watermelon and fried chicken) to 
evolution and racial slurs. 

The strip made waves on campus 
when it debuted in the school 
paper, The Babbler. 

Some called him racist. Some 
called him enlightened. Either way, 
he kept them wondering what his 
characters would say next. 

Kyle Gregory, editor-in-chief of 
The Babbler, says the strip has 
been good for Lipscomb, a largely 
white school. 

“We don’t have the best diversity 
on campus. For a biracial student 
to come in here and start talking 
about racial issues from both sides 
— | think it opens up people. He’s 
coming from a very lighthearted 
standpoint. He’s not pointing 
fingers.” 

The strip has generated buzz off 
campus as well as on. For the 
second year in a row, Creekmore 
has won the Scripps Howard 


Foundation’s national award for 
college cartooning, a highly 
competitive category that 
receives dozens of entries, says 
president and CEO Judy Clabes. 
Winning in two successive years 
is an extremely rare 
accomplishment in any of the 
National Journalism Award 
categories, she added. 

The three-judge panel, which 
included two_ professional 
cartoonists, praised Creekmore 
for speaking “in his own voice” 
about racial and ethnic identity 
and said, “He deals with sensitive 
subjects with humor and a frank, 
refreshing openness.” 
Maintaining also caught the eye 
of Universal Press Syndicate, 
which distributes comics such as 
Doonesbury and Garfield. 

The company has offered him a 


stipend to spend the next year ~ 


developing the strip. At the end 
of the year, it will decide whether 
to add Maintaining to its 
repertoire. 

Man of many worlds 

Tall and mellow, with a deadpan 
face that belies an analytical and 
sarcastic sense of humor, 
Creekmore is well-liked and 
respected on campus, fellow 
students say. 

It's his sense of humor and playful 
hand, graduate student Holly 
Cavender believes, that allows 
him to address touchy subjects 
such as race and evolution 
without turning people off. 

He likes Kung Fu movies, jazz and 
drawing caricatures of his 
professors — but only after 
grades have been finalized, he 
emphasizes. 

Some of Creekmore’s earliest 
memories involve trying to copy 
some of his father’s artwork. A 
fan of The Boondocks, Foxtrot, 
and Calvin & Hobbes, he has long 
wanted to become a cartoonist. 
When he transferred to Lipscomb 
from a Texas school his 
sophomore year, he decided to 
develop a strip of his own. He 
also decided to write about what 
he knows, which is why the strip 
reflects his unique world view. 
Born in Nebraska to an Air Force 
family, Creekmore never lived in 
one place longer than three 
years. Bouncing around from 
Germany to Texas to Turkey to 
North Dakota, he found that 
people are basically the same 
everywhere. 

He also grew up on military bases, 
where people lived where they 
were assigned to live, regardless 
of race. 

“You might live next to somebody 


that’s Mexican or somebody that’s 
white or somebody that’s black, 
and that’s just where you have to 
live. Soin the military, for the most 
part, you kind of figure out how to 
get along with other people. It’s 
kind of a utopia sometimes, | 
guess, in that way.” 

It also served as something as a 
shield from a lot of the ugliness a 
biracial family faces. 

His parents met in college. She 
was white. He was black. 
“Nobody was happy with the 
marriage, not my dad’s side or my 
mother’s side. For that to work 
out, it had to be love. For you to 
be able to give up your whole 
family to be with this one person, 
that’s love.” 

By the time Creekmore was born, 
his mother’s family had disowned 
her, and his father’s family had 
been hurt in ways that would take 
years to repair. 

Because they moved around so 
much, Creekmore and his four 
sisters never saw any of their 
extended family. 

He never even realized he had a 
second set of grandparents until 
he got a little older, and it occurred 
to him that his mom must have 
parents, too. 

He doesn’t remember asking about 
them, but he must have. 
“Basically, | found out that they 
just hated black people.” 

He still hasn’t met them. 

Fitting in 

Growing up black in a 
predominantly white school can 
be tough. Growing up biracial in 
any school can be even harder. 
LeJoy Causly, a Lipscomb senior 
who reads Maintaining, recalls 
biracial students getting made fun 
of when she was growing up. “A 
lot of people are closed-minded 
about that,” she says. 
Creekmore attended his share of 
predominantly white schools and 
had his share of struggles with 
fitting in. He wasn’t immune to 
pressure from other African- 
American teens to listen to the 
“right” music, wear the “right” 
clothes and speak a certain way. 
| think for me it wasn’t so much 
what | was trying to fit into but 
where | was being accepted more, 
and that was with blacks. So | 
was trying to make sure my 
acceptance there was fine. It 
wasn’t that | necessarily chose 
that over the other. More like they 
chose me, | guess.” 

These days, he takes a color-blind 
approach to making friends, 
surrounding himself with people 
he relates to. And he’s amused, 


rather than offended, when 
people try in surreptitious ways 
to determine his ethnicity. 

“| know who | am regardless of 
what the perception of me might 
be, ethnically. So while it might be 
easier for me to just go around 
and say I’m black, | think that would 
be wrong on my part because | 
grew up with my mother as well 
as my father,” he says. 

“It’s sad that you have to choose 
between the two groups. | don’t 
even think that should be an issue. 
| have to rise above that stuff. I’m 
a part of both cultures. | can’t be 
eternally conflicted with myself.” 
Students on campus aren't racist 
so much as curious about what 
makes others the way they are, 
he says, and  everyone’s 
struggling to get over the 
stereotypes they have. He loves 
it when he sees people of different 
races hanging out together.He 
also finds humor in touchy 
subjects and the verbal dances 
people sometimes do to avoid 
them. 

“It’s hard to start a dialogue with 
somebody because there’s so 
many things you can’t say,” 
Creekmore says. 


“Like what word do | use? | don’t 
want to offend anybody. | think 
that might be why relations are so 
bad because we don’t know how 
to talk with each other. You can’t 
get offended every time 
somebody says something. 

He finds humor in other places, 
as well, and the strip has 
developed to become less about 
social issues, although they’re still 
addressed, and more about the 
characters and what they face in 
their daily lives. 

“Basically, what I’m trying to say 
in the strip is people are people. 
We all basically like the same 
things. Our differences, to me, 
are mostly cultural. | don’t think its 
anything we can’t get over. But | 
don’t want to address that in a 
really syrupy, sappy way.” 
Gregory says The Babbler will 
sorely miss Creekmore’s talent 
when he graduates this year. At a 
school paper with few resources, 
it’s been has been a blessing to 
have a comic strip that’s so well- 
respected. “Some people love it, 
some people hate it, but everybody 
reads it.” 


In Closing... 


Illustrate: (verb) to illuminate; to make 
clearer by the use of pictures and texts; to 
explain; to refine. 


To illustrate is to give something a better 
shape--to illuminate its form, making that 
object more clear to the viewer. Yet, how 
can one capture the magnitude that any 
number of years contain? Perhaps, the 
point is to encourage people to remember-- 
to maintain and to entertain thoughts that 
they might not otherwise have. In essence, 
a closing, to well...anything, is more like a 
pause, a gap between moments when one 
is asked to consider something more.
